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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an apphcation for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

Claims 1,2,4,10,14,]5J7,20,21,24,26, and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by the weave pattern for the pair of weft binder yams A&B appearing in Fig.4 in 
the^reference. Re claim 14 the reversed pick formation discussed in the second paragraph on page 
9 in the instant specification also appears to be present for the weft binder yams A&B.

Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 5,826,627 in view 
of 4,987,929 for the same reasons given for the '326 patent on page 3 in the previous Office 
action (Paper # 8) .
